5. Congressman Vursell (R. , Il.) called me to state that CIA 
had turned down the application of Saas after "he had been

6. Mr. Roger Jones, Assistant Director of the Bureau of the 
Budget, called to state that he had represented our interests in connec- 
Y tion with the issuance of the new security Executive Order 10450, and 
that it was understood both in the White House and in the Department of 
Justice that the Order did not apply to CIA. He stated that the Order 
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extended Public Law 733 to all agencies and that neither Public Law 
733 nor the CIA statutes required a security board formed of non- 
CIA employees. It would therefore be appropriate to establish our 
own board within the Agency. I informed him that our present think- 
ing was to utilize the sample regulations to the fullest possible 
extent but to provide for our use of a CIA board where security con- 
siderations require it.
